GENEVA, Dea, 4.—The Argentina 


Gelegation'’s withdrawal from the 
League Assembly this afternoon was 
the first reef struck 
course of *°e three weeks’ delibera- 
tion wh) « had been going on with 
reassuring smoothness until it got 
into a fog in the discussion on pro- 
posed amendments. 

The independence shown by Hono- 
rio Pueyrredon in voting against the 
postponement of consideration of the 
amendmenta, and his breaking of the 
assembly's unanimity, with Senor Ve- 
lasquez of Paraguay supporting him, 
were regarded as ominous of a 
stormy session, but the Argentine 
dolegation'’s extreme action in with- 
drawing was entirely unexpected. 

There were two currents of opin- 
fon this evening. One is that the di- 
recting minds of the assembly have 
too much neglected the feelings of 
the emaller Powers and have erred 
in opposing discussion of amend- 
ments; the other is that the Argen- 
tine delegation has been too precipli- 
tate In its action. 

Among Delegations. 

There is no indicatjon that the 
ether South American delegations 
will follow the example of Argen- 
‘ina; most of them are in favor of 
“ueyrredon’s amendments, but will 
tot go to the extent of withdrawing 
from the assembly if they are not 
taken into consideration. 

Dr. Octavio, of the Brazilian dele- 
gation, said today he regretted that 
the Argentine delegation had found 
it necessary to take such radical ac- 
tion. He hoped that withdrawal of 
this delegation from the assembly 
would be only temporary. 

From another Latin-American 
Jelegation it was learned that there 
je a great deal of feeling over the 
manner in which the South and Cen- 
tral American delegations have been 
treated here. The sensitive charac- 
veristics of the Latin people, it is de- 
clared, has not been taken into con- 
sideration in applying the rules of 


the assembly, which are still illv- +... 


ined and imperfectly understood Dy- 
‘he delegates. Several of the South 
Americans have considered them- 
selves “roughly” treated. 

There is, moreover, a marked sen- 
timent among the smaller Powers 
what they are not expected to take 
@ny conspicuous part.

Hymans declined to make any state- 
ment before he placed matter 
before the assembly.

Federal Réserve Board Expects 
Early End of Business Depres- 
sion.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Hope of 

early relief from business depres- 

sion is held out in the monthly state- 


ment of the Federal Reserve Board, 


made public tonight. Depression ex- 
ists in most communities, the state- 
ment said, and one of the basic 
causes, so far as the board could de- 
termine, was a ‘“‘consumers’ strike” 
and evident public determination to 
“wait for prices to come down.” 

Manufacturing activities continued 
to fall off during November, the 
board said. A wave of “reduction 
sales’ by retailers has not, it added; 
resulted in increased buying which 
would cause a resumption of produc- 
tion in many lines.

English Papers Print Optimistic Ar- 
ticles On Irish Situation. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The newspa- 
pers of England today were filled 
with optimistic articles concerning 
possibilities of an early truce be- 
tween the Sinn Fein and the Gov- 
ernment. Reports that the labor 
member of the House of Commons, 
Arthur Henderson, who is in Ireland 
at the head of the labor commission 
investigating conditions there, is act- 
ing as an unofficial go-between for 
the Government and the Sinn Fein- 
ers and rumors that the Catholic 
Church intends taking a hand itn the 
efforts at conciliation, have been 
linked with Premier Lloyd George’s 
speech at the Constitutional Club 
last evening.

were amazed at the conditions 
) disclosed by the opening of the 
ballot boxes. Unless the public 
is aroused by the facts shown 
in the indictments returned by 
us, our work will have been in 
vain. Too much emphasis can 
not be laid on the fact that the 
| blame for existing political con- 
| ditions rests largely with the 
| public. 


We have returned a number 
of indictments charging judges 
and clerks of election with mak- 
ing false returns to the Board of 
| Election Commissioners of the 
votes cast in certain precincts. 
There are, no doubt, many more 
precincts in which fraud was 
practiced, and these precincts 
can be readily ascertained by a 
glance at the returns. Where 
certain candidates known to 
have the support of the organ- 
ization or machine in a particu- 
lar ward and precinct are cred- 
ited with all, or almost all,” the 
votes cast, and other candidates, 
sometimes men of wide ac n- 
tance and popularity, are cred- 
ited with no votes, or with two 
or three votes, it is evident that 
the count of the votes is false 
and fraudulent. 


Condition Widespread. 

We found this condition to be 
widespread throughout the city. 
It exists in river wards and in 
residential wards, and both the 


| political parties represented in 
the polling places are at fault. 
The more glaring instances of 
false. counting seem to have oc- 
curred with respect to the can- 
didates of one party, but this 
may have been due to the keen- 
‘| er contests and the activity of 
/ well organized factions in that 
party. 

A custom is In vogue In many 
precincts whereby the Demo- 
cratic judges and clerks count 
the Democratic ballots and the 
Republican judges and clerks 
count the Republican ballots. 
This is contrary to law and is 
the starting point of the fraud- 
ulent counting. 


To recommend a comprehen- 
sive scheme of laws designed to 
minimize fraud at elections is 
without the province of this 
jury, and certainly not practica- 
‘| ble in the limited time at our 
disposal; but we desire to call 
particular attention to what 
seem to us to be the most glar- 
ing evils connected with the 
system of primary elections as 
now conducted. 

Officials Appotnted. 

The Board of Election Com- 
missioners appoint judges and 
clerks of election upon the rec- 
ommendation of the ward com- 
mitteemen of the two major par- 
ties. These committeemen are 
elected at the primary elections, 
at which, as we said above, 
each party counts its own bal- 
lots. Where judges and clerks 
are corrupt enough to make 
false counts and have been se- 
lected by the committeeman 
and form part of his machine, 
it is manifest that an unscrupu- 
lous committeeman may remain 
tn power as long as he pleases, 
or as long as he can continue to 
bring about the appointment of 
judges and clerks who will.count 
the ballots as he directs. The 
same unscrupulous committee- 
man, controlling the judges and 
clerks appointed on his recom- 
mendation, is able to and does 
select the candidates at the pri- 
mary who are to receive, not the 
votes cast,~ but the votes as 
counted and returned. The same 
committeeman, by combining 
and trading with other commit- 
te@dmen, may force upon his par- 
ty, as nominees for office, unfit 
candidates. ‘That combinations 
are made and candidates named 
in euch fashion is. common

This is not surprising. Officials 
who count all the ballots and 
try to count them honestly have 
a long and arduous task which 
will bé made far more arduous 
in future primaries by reason-of 
the women’s votes.

Against Oounting at Polls. 

As a remedy for some of the 
evils connected with the primary 
system, it was suggested that no 
counting of ballots be done at the 
polling places, but that the bal- 
lot boxes be sent sealed and in- 
tact to the Board of Election 
Commissioners and the ballots 
counted by’experts under proper 
supervision.

Officials Pay Tribute to Greek 
Youth’s Work in Shop While 
He Was Taking School Course. 


S. J. Tsenes, 21 years old, a Greek, 
for the last four years an apprentice 
in one of the shops of the United 


Railways, was the guest of honor 
yesterday noon at a luncheon at Ho- 
tel Statler given by company offi- 
cials in recognition of his record as 
a shop apprentice while at the same 
time a student at the Ranken School.

alone. 

Rolla Wells, receiver for the com- 
pany; Albert T. Perkins, general 
manager, and several department 
heads attended the luncheon, and 
presented Tsenes with a diploma of 
graduation as a shop apprentice. 
Lewis Gustafson, superintendent of 
the Ranken school, also was present. 

Tsenes completed his course of 
apprenticeship in the railways com- 
pany’s shops Friday. He established 
a remarkable record in the shops, 
and received unusually high credits 
and grades througiiout hia appren- 
ticeship, Perkins sald. 

His accomplishments at the trade 
school were as unusual, if not more 
so than in the shops, according to 
Superintendent Gustafson. He en- 
tered the trade school when only 15 
years old, and was graduated last 
July. He took a systematic course 
electricity, drafting, mathematics 
and applied science. The night 
term of the school is six months a 
year and four nights a week, a total! 
of 96 nights a year. 

During the five years Tsenes at- 
tended the school, he missed only 
five nights, four of this number be- 
ing missed on account of work at 
the shop.

Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis, 
recently inaugurated new supreme 
adjudicator and arbitrator of major 
league baseball, was a visitor in St. 
Louis yesterday, on a tour of the big 


league circuits to become better 
acquainted with the club owners 
over whose realm he will reign. 
Sam Breadon, president of the Car- 
dinals and Phil Ball and Bob Quinn, 
owner and general manager respoc- 
tively of the Browns, waited on 
Judge Landis at a downtown hotel. 

Baseball affairs were discussed 
only informally, and the crux of the 
Judge's remarks was that the gam? 
“must avoid even the appearance of 
evil.” The statement was made in a 
discussion of the gambling problem. 

“Frequently, when leaving a ball 
park,” said the Judge, “‘one will 
see money changing hands. Per- 
haps Dick or Harry has wagered a 
emall sum with Tom on the out- 
come of the game and the bet is 
being paid. That is not the kind of 
gambling that endangers. baseball. 
But from now on, fans who see 
money changing hands will recall! the 
malodorous world’s series of 191% 
and there will be those foolish 
enough to think that right there in 
the stand the game was fixed. 

The Judge Is Hopcful. 

“Therefore there is only one course 
open. Gambling in all its forms, 
petty and otherwise, must be 
stamped out. I do not care to dis- 
cuss our plans, because of course 
they are in embryonic form, but I 
have high hopes.” 

Quinn at this juncture said he 
“had a little list’ and that he pro- 
posed to have known gamblers 
barred from the Browns’ park the 
coming season. The legality of such 
steps was questioned and Judge Lan- 
dis, in answering a query, said base- 
ball would welcome any suits that 
might develop from action tending 
to bar undesirables from ball parks. 

PHil Ball, who hobbled to Judge 
Landis’ room on crutches—he suf- 
fered a fractured ankle while hunt- 
ing in the south two weeks ago-— 
reiterated his intention to bar for- 
ever from his team any man who 
through weakness or evil intentions 
eesociated with gamblers or had 
any guilty knowledge of game fix- 
ing.

“Surely there is not 
a man connected with the game who 
will not accept any proposition that 
will cleanse the game.

3. That form of players is likely 
to vary and that whereas they 
might have played in superlative 
form in several games they might, 
when observed in agtion, be way 
below their form—elither because 
of injuries or because the opposi- 
tion to them is stronger or more 
discerning, or both. 


Saw 16 Teams in Action. 
In the course of the football 
season of 1920 the writer saw 16 
teams in action, viz.: Princeton, 


Harvard, Yale, West Point, Navy, 
Boston College, Notre Dame, 
Swarthmore, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Centre, Georgia Tech, Min- 
nesota, Rutgers, Northwestern and 
Auburn. 

Supplementing impressions of 
players gained through witnessing 
contests among these outfits the 
writer has compared notes and 
opinions with football authorities 
everywhere—coaches mainly. Thus 
equipped the accompanying first 
and second All-American elevens 
are presented. 


Carney a Capable Wing Man. 

Taking first the ends, we have 
in Carney a thoroughly able wing 
man, a player of great downfield 


ability, a fine tackler and adept 
not only at receiving forward 
passes, but running with great 
elusiveness after catching the ball. 
In only one game, that against 
Ohio State, did he fail to be super- 
lative and even so, his game upon 
this occasion was of sufficiently 
high order.

A tax of 10 per cent, designed to 
be prohibitive, on “future” trading 
in grain and cotton, except by ac- 
tual owners of a iimfted class of 
tradére under Federal license, is the 
basic feature of the bill, which is to 
be introduced in the Senate next 
week by the author and tn the House 
by Representative Tincher,. Repub- 
ican, of Kansas. The 10 per cent tax 


would apply to options and the| 
measure would affect grain products 
as well as raw grain. 
~The bill will stop gambling in | 
wheat, corn, cotton and other farm | 
\ products,” said Senator Capper. “It 
will eliminate the wheat pit and the 
Ddiackboard. It will put out of busi- | 
ness the thousands of wire houses | 
and bucketshops * * * by making it | 
impossible for gamblers and specula- 
tors to deal on boards of trade. | 

Legitimate “Hedge” Preserved. | 

“The bill undertakes to preserve | 
the legitimate ‘hedge,’ but cuts aut | 
all gambling and manipulations.” 

Farmers, dealers and manufactur- | 
ers buying or selling grain or cotton | 
for actual delivery would not be re- | 
stricted by the proposed law, Senator | 
Capper said. | 

Penalties of 50 per cent of the pro-. 
‘posed Federal tax, a fine of $10,000) 
and one year’s imprisonment for | 
violation of the bill's porvisions are 
inoorporated in the Capper bill. 

Sellers of grain, grain products 
and cotton, who at the time of sale 

. ‘would be owners of the actual phys-. 
ical property, and traders regularly | 
engaged in growing, dealing in or) 
manufacturing and registered with | 
the Internal Revenue Bureau, would | 
be exempt from the 10 per cent tax. 
Such traders, however, would be lim- | 
ited in their dealings to three times 
their actual transactions during the 
preceding year, and would be re-| 
quired to report all dealings to the 
Internal revenue bureau. 

In a statement outlining his bill, | 
Senator Capper. declared that only 
about 1 per cent of “future” trading | 
in grain and cotton was bona fide. | 
Millions of dollars were lost by farm- 
ers, a8 well as speculators, in the re- 
cent bear raid of the grain markets, | 
Senator Capper declared, asserting 
that consumers as well as producers | 
were the victims.

These millions are not immigrants in the | 
'strictest sense of the term. Many of them are 
| refugees—refugees from lands that have been 
war and treason for six 
years; refugees from countries that offer them 
little now but discontent, dissension, unhappi- 
ness, impoverished living conditions and dis- 


These millions are looking to~the United 
States as their promised land; their haven of 
relief; their asylum. The greater number per- 
haps are migrating with the full thought of 
becoming law-abiding, self-supporting, indus- 
trious citizens. They are coming with smiling 
faces and with arms outstretched in suppli- 


cation to the arms that are willing to give 


us| 
them welcome—-if they are worthy of citizen- 


ship or domicile. 


Interest Awakening. 

Their coming is growing every day more vital 
to the welfare of the country. National inter- 
est is awakening to the tremendous importance 
of finding a solution of this problem. Just re- 
cently I was visited by a committee of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, which is 
making an exhaustive investigation of every 
phase of the immigration question. I under- 
stand this committee will submit a compre 
hensive and practical measure that not only 
will regulate immigration, but distribute it in 
agricultural and industrial territories where it is 
so greatly needed and where it may best be ab- 


sorbed. I believe no greater public service can 
be performed by our prominent and able busi- 
ness men than by- taking a vigorous interest in 
this problem which is becoming more and more 
complex with each shipload of immigrants. 
I'am told by persons of unquestioned autho 


‘ity from Europe that at least 8,000,000 emi- 


‘grants are ready to come here from a certain 
country as soon as peace is declared and the 
way is made clear. From personal informa- 
tion I have received I am inclined to believe 
there are more like 15,000,000 of people clam- 
roring to come to America. Many thousands of 
them already have bought steamship tickets 


and are merely awaiting word that transporta- 
Armies of this na- 
tionality are ready to come through Holland. 
Even Holland is losing thousands upon thou- 
sands of what they are pleased to call their best 
type of working people who are coming to this 
country to get away’from the spirit of unrest 
and turmoil that has permeated the whole 
European fabric. 


Scotch, Irish and Welsh. 

I am told authoritatively that three and a 
half million Italians are demanding passage to 
this country and that hundreds of thousands 
are on the steamships’ lists. I am inclined to 
believe the actual figure is much greater than 


three and a half millions. Further, I am toléa 
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that half a million Poles are headed this way. 

The British ships are bringing in thousands 
Irish and Welsh. What 
when the bars of Russia are let 
down can only be guessed. Thousands upon 
steamship tickets have been is- 
sued and in the hands of intending emigrants 
for from two to five years.

What are we to do about this tremendous in- 
That is the most pressing, the most im- 
portant and the most vital question before the 
country today. Congress must look to the situ- 
ation at once. We must take up the problem 
and work it out fairly, frankly and immediately. 
We undoubtedly need a great many of these 
people, but where? Our farms, for instance, 
can take care of great numbers, for the farm- 
ers are crying for help all the time. Our coal 
so do our cotton flelds and 
)}a great many other places where solid, sober 
and substantial people of good intent will be 
welcome. But then our whole country is in the 
process of readjustment—thousands of people 
getting out of the war-emergency work and go- 
ing into other channels. 

It undoubtedly would be a good thing if we 
would establish some sort of preferential selec- 
tive scheme for the admission of these immi- 
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grancs—for instance, the admission of thousands ‘| 


who would go to the farms—and exclude the} 
barterers and the lazy, for these are the classes 
that mostly make for radicalism. We need the 
man of good intentions, but we cannot establish 
any sort of preferential admission without first 
amending the Constitution of the United States. 


Numerous Suggestions. 

Numerous suggestions have been made for the 
handling of the coming millions and there are 
many bills before Congress on the subject. But 
it is a tremendous question. Some very sane and 
sober persons are in favor of shutting down en- 
tirely on immigration for a stated period—until ‘ 
the country can readjust itself to the new con- 
ditions which have followed the wake of the war. 
But it is a very debatable question whether this 
is desirable. 

Others would limit it to immediate blood re- 
lationship, others put it on a perrentage basis. 
In my opinion we are tindoubtedly receiving to- 
day many of the very best type of immigrants 
that ever have come to this country. They are 
of all the nations on the face of the earth. The 
greater part of them say they are coming to get 
away from the conditions of unrest and dis- 
sension in their native lands. This very fact 
should be sufficient guarantee that these people 
are mostly desirable. 

There are Rumanians, Greeks, Italians, Jews, 
French, British, Persians, Indians, Czecho-Slo- 
vaks, Poles, Arabians, Turks, Serbians, Nor- 
wegians, Finns, Danes and West Indians. The 
other day about 500 West Indians, black as tar, 
and some of them outfitted in perfectly gro- 
tesque style, arrived; and they were just about 
as clean a looking lot as I have seen in many a 
day. 

Then we had in line 50 Norwegians, great, 
sunny-faced men, with clear blue eyes, hulking 
shoulders and radiating perfect health, all 
headed for the lumber camps of the Northwest. 

Back of them came a group from North Cen- 
tral Europe, narrow-chested, bent and misera- 
ble in comparison with the Norsemen ahead of 
them, and while they were obviously within the 
law of admission, they would never make con- 
structive citizens. They were of a class that can 
be nothing more than parasites.

Look into the faces of the great majority of 
these people and you can plainly see that they 
are arriving at one of the happiest moments of 
their lives—their entrance into the United States.

What the Law Says. 


Question any of them and they will all say they 
are coming here to get away from their own 
countries because of the disturbances; because) 
they cannot find work and cannot support their 
families. All of them evince a willingness and 
happiness to go to work at the tasks for which) 
they are set down on the ships’ manifests—as 
mechanics, farmers, tailors, miners, potters, shoe- 
laborers, lumberjacks, bricklayers, and 
so on to the end of the list. 

But will they do so? That is the pivotal ques- 
tion and the one on which the whole treatment 
and solution of the menace depends. If they 
were taken hold of immediately on leaving Ellis 
Island and led into the right environment they 
could be taught that this country means their 
future happiness and prosperity if they live ac- 
cording to the laws of the land; that the country | 
welcomes the immigrant who is determined to 
work, either with brain or brawn; that the coun- 
try stands for industry and freedom; that it 
rewards thrift; that it offers an equal oppor- 
tunity to them to make their way as they choose; 
that it wants the worker and does not want the) 
laggard and the discontented. 


These people all land under the shadow of the 
extended arm of the Goddess of Liberty, to the 
newcomer a symbol which breathes reality into 
his dreams. We could maintain in this new citl- 
zen that fine exaltation—if we had a proper 
system of receiving him and educating him after 
he lands. 


The law of our land says these immigrants 
must have free and equal opportunity to make 
their way as they choose, and so long as that law 
permits immigrants to come without restriction, | 
except such medical and moral restrictions as'| 
are necessary for the protection of the country, | 
then we must do our part to assimilate them and | 
make them good citizens. But what do we do? 
We look over the emigrant as he leaves the for- 
; eign shores. We put him under the most rigid 
physical examination when he arrives at Ellis 
Island. We satisfy ourselves that he is healthy, | 
sane, capable of being self-supporting; that he} 
has never been in jail; that he is reasonably in- 
dustrious; that he has a definite job to go to. 
But what of the rest? 

As soon as he gets off Ellis Island, he is abso- 
lutely free to go anywhere and do anything that 
he pleases; or anything that is argued into his | 
mind, by his friends, whether they are good or 
bad citizens of this country, for every ,immi-| 
grant naturally seeks the few friends he has here} 
as soon as he lands. Soméd of them come without | 
friends, and you will occasionally see a young) 
immigrant land at the Battery, friendless and un- | 
met, and stand, holding his small bundle of be- | 
longings and gazing at the towering skyscrapers | 
of the lower end of New York in bewildered | 
amazemert. He is like a drop of water in the 
ocean. Right then is the psychological time to 
get that young man and turn him into the cur- 
rent that will make of him a good citizen instead 
of one of the dissatisfied radicals, wanting every- 
thing and giving nothing. 


Question of Distribution. 

And right here I might say that quite the most 
important thing in the whole problem of immi- 
gration is the matter of distribution. At the pres- 
ent time the greatest numbers of these people are 
headed towards the cities—where they are not 
needed and not wanted. Some of them find their 
way to the farms, where they are greatly needed; 
but the great majority flock to the cities, which 
is particularly undesirable in this period of re- 
adjustment, because of food and housing condi- 
tions. I have been called upon within the last 
few days by officials of the cities of Detrolt, Baf- | 
falo and Akron, who have itmportuned us to stop 
sending the immigrants to their cities, and to in- | 
duce them to go to the farms. There are thou- 
sands of people out of work in those cities today, 
because of the slowing down of many of the fac- 
tories that were occupied in eaeaeda untold | 
quantities of war material. 

These added thousands of newcomers only 
make conditions worse. They cannot find work. | 
They are not producers, and they remain in the 
cities eating up the food that is scarce enough at 
present. I have been told by the vice president 
of one of our great Western railroads that in the

Four years ago the Legislature en- 
acted as a part of the fish and game 
laWs of the State a section requiring 
that not less than 5 per cent, of the 
receipts of the department should be 
set aside as a fund for the purchase 
of a State park. State Fish and 
Game Commissioner Birmingham in- 
creased the receipts of the depart- 
ment largely by obtaining the pas- 
sage of a law requiring a State li- 


cense for fishing. 


‘Park Fund Now $60,000. 


The total of the State park fund is 
$60,000. Under the Missouri law a 
specific appropriation of the money 
is necessary before it can be paid 
out. This appropriation has been 


‘made and if the $60,000 is not paid 


out by Dec. 31 it will revert to the 
general revenues of the State, and 
can be used for’ any purpose the 
Legislature desires. 

Ten years ago the Legislature con- 
sidered a proposal to buy the Ha Ha 
Tonka tract, the bill authorizing the 
purchase being defeated by one vote 
in the House. 

Birmingham recently renewed the 
negotiations, but found that it was 
impossible to buy the entire tract be- 
cause it was priced at $300,000 by 
the owners while he had only $60,- 
000 to spend. Under the law the 
State cannot make a first payment 
and obligate itself to make future 
payments. So Birmingham took up 
with the owners a proposition to di- 
vide the tract to permit the out- 
right purchase by the State of a por- 
tion of it, and the taking of an op- 
tion by the State for the remainder. 

He was successful, and now the 
State is offered 3000 acres for $60,- 
000, and has an option on the re- 
maining 2400 acres at $240,000, the 
option to run until the last day of the 
next session of the Legislature, but if 
a bill for its purchase is passed, the 
option will continue for 90 days, giv- 
‘ing the State the opportunity to close 
all details. 


Details of the Option. 


Very naturally, the owners of the 
tract have excluded from the $60,000 
portion the more desirable attractions 


| in the park, though in !tself the 3000- 


acre tract is desirable for State park 
purposes. The real scenic beauties 
are in the 2400 acres on which the 
option is taken.

Jo demaij}d a tariff on farm products in a land 
flowing witl} milk and honey is an extraordinary ex- 
ample of thet tendency to seek wild remedies in a des- 
perate situatfon. Yet this is one of the proposals of 
the board oi}sdirectors of the Missouri Farm Asso- 
clation at its@’recent session in this city. 

Prices: of {pm products are low now, not because 
of the imporfation of cheap products, but because of 
admerse/ conditions at home and abroad. It may be as 


the farmers charge that short selling on the exchanges 


has affected ithe price, but this is a passing phase of 
the seyious ‘situation confronting them. 

Assuaiing. however, that the prices of farm prod- 
ucts w¢re gifected or threatened by imports, would 
it be wise to bolster. up the prices of foodstuffs by 
importi! taxes? What would be the measure of the 
profits be given the farmers by protective tariffs? 
What would be the condition of the consumers whose 
food w puld be made dear by taxes? Shall we go back 
to the bread tax, the most obnoxious and oppressive 
measur b to help one interest at the expense of a 
whole )},eople ever devised? 

Even more menacing to the people is the proposal 
to curtafl production. What will be the measure of 
the curtailment? Who will decide precisely how 
much the\acreage and yield of grain and cotton shall 
be? And|jhow many hogs and cattle shall be bred? 
A shortajte of crops without other markets to draw 
upon would make the present cost of living look like 
a joke Ut ‘would make living conditions a terror. 


‘What guarantee would we have against famine—a 


famine that ‘might not only destroy life and vitality 
n America, but throughout the world? 

Artificiil tinkering with the production of agri- 
cultural praducts is the most dangerous experiment 
in which a nation can engage. It contains all the 

amics of ruin. 

1 Only lese menacing are schemes of deliberate 
hoarding. Wholesale hoarding by farmers, if it were 
posible, would lead to grave consequences, both for 
thy mselves and for the public. It has possibilities 
of yrreat loss to them, as well as to the people as a 
whdle. Do the farmers want to take the road of the 
mon\»polistic combines which tWey have condemned 
and (whose manipulation of markets and prices has 
ca i some of our worst evils? 

Tha troubles of the farmers are similar to the 
troubhes of business men. They have enjoyed fat 
years, | particularly the years of the war, when they 
reaped\ the fruits of unnatural war, conditions, which 
ed farm production in many nations. Now 
they are suffering from unnatural] peace conditions, 
in which: readjustment is causing stagnation and 
inequalitii’s in prices. The process of readjustment 
is not yeti complete and markets which we formerly 
had are closed. 

It is a aritical time, when losses are inevitable. 
We have ci'tt ourselves off from co-operation with 
other nations in rehabilitating war-stricken coun- 
tries and froin the enjoyment of the fruits of peace. 
This is not aj time for wild remedies to meet passing 
emergencies, ® consequences of which may be 
worse than thi‘ evils we have. It is a time for pa- 
tience and deli\peration in seeking the path of wis- 
dom and progra3s. We have had too much inter- 
ference with buainess, too many artificial methods 
of regulation and promotion. We must return to 
the normal methads of industry and business and 
work out our pro\ylems on fundamental principles 
which govern all industry and trade. 

The way of anal restraints on production and 
artificial props for prices is the backward way. It 
leads to permanent stagnation and economic disaster, 
if it does not lead to nevolution aml chaos. The for- 
ward way is to keep ail our capacity and energy at 
work in production on commerce and find markets 
for our produce and commodities. There is no lack 


of wants in the world. We need only to use our re- 
‘sources to make what the world wants and devise 


means to supply ft. We may be wrecked, but never 
saved, by checks and restnaints on production and 
by government taxes and regulating bureaus. Our 
economic salvation depends upon our own judgment 
and exertions. 
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AUSTRALIA’S DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

Work on the new capital of the Australian Common- 
wealth, susperided for several years on account of the 
war, has been resumed. Its establishment closely 
follows the example set when the American Govern- 
rrent créated the District of Columbia. As tn Wash- 
ington’s case, Australia’s capital, called Canberra, 
his Feen located, not in any town, but on uninhabited 
new land. The area of Australia’s Federa) district,

by our Government.

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‘(IMMUNITY FROM PUNISHMENT.’’ | 

In his address to the Missouri Bar Association | 
Frederick W. Lehmann said that “immunfty from | 
punishment” is one of the reasons for the prevalence 
of crime. Might he not have said it was the great-| 
est reason? And does not this same immunity ac-| 
count pretty largely for that half-brother of crime— 
carelessness ? 

Our terrifying record of automobile accidents, for 
example, piles up. Can anyone doubt that those ac- 
cidents would quickly diminish if certainty of pun- 
ishment, instead of immunity even from _incon- 
venience, were the sequence? 

The problem, in our opinion, is one for the law- 
yers to solve. Are not the lawyers largely responsi- | 
ble for what Mr. Lehmann calls the “bad eminence” 
we have come to in lawlessness—an eminence where- 
on the criminal is relatively secure and the law-abid-_ 
ing citizen imperiled? Would it be an exaggeration | 
to say that our rules of legal practice have become 
a veritable bill of wrongs? Politics plays its full | 
part in the bad situation. 

What does the Missouri Bar Association propose to 
do about it? To listen approvingly to a recital of 
the deplorable conditions is only what any body of 
citizens would do. Something more is to be expect- 
ed from an organization of lawyers like the Mis- 
souri Bar Association.

nites, whereby the Roman soldiers were made to lay | 


down their arms and pass under the yoke, after which 
all were dismissed save 600 held as hostages. 


The | 


Roman Senate, unwilling to ratifv the agreement, de- | 
livered Calvinus and Postumius up to the Samnites: 
in fulfillment of what was considered an honorable 


alternative. 


Again we are informed by Plutarch that Fabius’ 


Maximus, during the war against Carthage, entered 
into an agreement with Hannibal for the ransom of 
a number of Roman prisoners. The Roman Senate 
rejected the agreement as a sponsion, whereupon Fab- 
fugs sold his own private property to the amount of 
200,000 sesterces in order to carry out his word with 
the enemy. 

The view appears to have prevailed among the 
Romans that where a military commander entered 
into an engagement with the enemy in excess of his 
authority, which the Senate failed to ratify, the re- 
sponsibility for its execution rested upon the indi- 
vidual negotiator, and early text writers on the laws 
of war, notably Grotius, reflect that opinion.

§ K. RATCLIFFE in the New Republic. 
GYPT is to have full control of her foreign re- 


lations while being guaranteed by Great 
GCritain from external aggression; she is to ap- 
point diplomatic representatives and be entitled te 


membership in the League of Nations. Aj the 
British departmental advisors are to go, Includ-+ 
ing that pivotal officer, the Financial Advisor. 
British officials leaving the service are to be com- 
pensated, those remaining to be the direct em- 
ployes of the Egyptian government. The army 
of occupation is to be withdrawn, with the excep- 
tion of a small force (say 2000 to 3000) stationed 
at points for the guarding of the Canal. The 
Capitulations (special treaty provisions regulating 
the privileges of foreign residents) are to be abol- 
ished, if the other Powers concerned can be per- 
suaded to agree with the British proposals. I am 
greatly mistaken if the average American reader, 
going over the provisions of this document, should 
feel disposed to assert that they do not imply @ 3 
scheme of national freedom to all intents and pur- 
poses complete. This at any rate may be posi- 
tively sald: if they should be confirmed by Par- 
liament and put into effect by the British govern- 
ment, they will stand as a charter of fredom such 
as up to now no people called “subject” has ge- 
cured from any imperial government in the mod - 
ern world. The draft, however, suggests a num- 
ber of difficult questions, and in particular the

WASHINGTON.—Liquidation of 
the entire American .national debt 
within a period of 25 years is the 
definite program on which officials of 
the Treasury Department are work-’ 
ing. The obligations of the Govern- 
ment on Sept. 89. aggregated a trifle, 
above the $24,000,000,000 mark. 


In making computations to eximi- 
nate the natiomal debt In a quarter 
century, it is figured that the foreign 
countries receiving credit advances 
from the United States will repay 
the amounts during the same limita- 
tion. The American funds supplied 
the allies total more than $9,500,000,- 
000. This leaves the fiscal authori- 
ties here to devise methods of wip- 
ing off something more than $14,- 
000,000,000. 

The Treasury plan involves a 2% 
per cent sinking fund, which is ex- 
pected to accomplish the elimination 
of the national debt without the de- 
lay of generations, that had been an- 
ticipated, or unusual hardships. Un- 
der its application the outstanding 
amount would show an appreciable 
and encouraging diminution each 
year.

DF TURKS, SATISFIED WITH LOT

™-Entente and American officials 
hd relief workers entrusted with 

e task of restoring Armenian girls 
wad women to their families have 

that many of the girls who in 
the War were forcibly taken into 
Darems and became the !nvoluntary 
wives of the Turks and Arabs pre- 
ferred to continue as Turkish wives 
and were unwilling to leave their 
husbands. They feared the hard- 
Ships of life among fellow coun- 
trymen who knew of their servi- 
tude. Some of the girls became at- 
tached to their foreign husbands 
and said they liked the life into 
which they had fallen. Where the 
girls had children the problem was 
doubly hard. 

American women relief workers 
found one case in Central Turkey 
especially perplexing. A girl who 
Was graduagfed from one of the 
American mission colleges was tak- 


' @m captive in the early part of the 


War. A prominent Turkish official 
whose only wife had recently died 
took the Armenian girl inta his 
home. His mother and children be- 
Came much attached to the girl, 
whose superior education made her 
an important member of the com- 
munity. 

The Turk was very § influential 
and, through the influence of the 
young Armenian, saved Armenian 
refugees from persecution. He pro- 
and she finally

married him. When the relief work- 
ers went to the Turkish home _ to 
find whether the young bride de- 
sired to be freed from her hus- 
band there was consternation in the 
house. The Turk and his mother 
and children were devoted to the 
girl and begged the Americans not 
to force her to leave. The young 
wife had one child. 

The relief workers talked to the 
Armenian wife privately and told 
her they would not insist upon her 
leaving if she wanted to stay. She 
told them she could not leave her 
child; that the Turk had been kind 
to her. The Turkish husband was 
overjoyed. He gave the Americans 
rugs and other gifts as an expression 
of appreciation.

PITTSBURG, Dec. 4.—On a hill-

NEW PAINTING BOUGHT 
BY GITY ART MUSEUM 


“The Black Cape,” by Sidney 
E, Dickinson, Was in Exhibit 
of Americans’ Works. 


The City Art Museum has made 
an important addition to the muse- 
um’s collection of American paint- 
ings by the acquisition of a striking 
portrait study called “The Black 
Cape,” by Sidney E. Dickinson, a 
New York artist. 

The picture was shown at the mu- 
seum in the annual exhibition of 
American paintings this fall and 
caused much favorable comment. It 
is a three-quarter length portrait of 
a woman, clad in a long, dark cape, 
her face turned toward the spectator. 
What {fs most striking is the simplic- 
ity and directness with which the ar- 
tist has achieved his ends. -He has 
omitted every unnecessary detail, 
there is no pet method of applying 
the paint, no bizarre color scheme 
and none of the alluring textures of 
ekin and fabric with which artists 
are often tempted to fill their can- 
vases in lieu of deeper theme. 

Dickinson has felt that there was 
something in the character of his 
subject which was worthy of expres- 
sion, and he was not to be misled by 
tricks of method or manner. The 
background in neutral green and 
drapery in flat black are painted 
with the greatest simplicity to focus 
the attention of the observer on the 
nervously alert face. Here has been 
brought to bear a characterization so 
vivid as to recall the poignant works 
of the eighteenth century Spantfard, 
Goya. In his rendition of the drawn, 
sensitive features and large, piercing 
black eyes, the artist has given elo- 
quent expression of cares and vexa- 
tions—of unsatisfied longings brave- 
ly endured—and though no further 
suggestion is given of what the ex- 
periences of the subject may have 
been, the painter has set forth her 
character so vividly that the specte- 
tor feels her presence as a distinct 
individuality. 

Dickinson, who belongs to the 
younger generation of American 
painters, was born in Wallingford, 
Conn., 1890, and’ was a pupil of 
Bridgeman, Volk and Chase in New

N A TINY clay 
tablet that 
served as a post- 
age stamp near- 
ly 4200 years 
ago and that is 
now in the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania Mu- 
seum at Philadelphia, has 
been discovered what is con- 
sidered the oldest portrait in 
the world. 

It is a likeness of. Ibi-Sin, 
last King of Ur, the place 
known in biblical lore as Ur 
of the Chaldees, supposed to 
be the birthplace of the Pa- 
triarch, Abraham. On_ the 
little clay cylinder that served 
both as address tag and 
stamp, is the seal of this last 
monarch, depicting him pre- 
senting a small vase, presum- 
ably filled withsome precious 
ointment, to his servant and 
high priest, Sag-Nannar-Zu, 
of the temple of the God 
Enlil. 

The lump of clay, which has 
remained in the Babylonian 
7 section of the museum for 

some years, until the curators 
and. translators worked their 
. way to it, through a mass of 
Sther clay tablets and im- 
‘prints in the collection, was 
evidently placed on some re- 
ceptacle, probably a basket, in 
| which the present to the high 
{' priest reposed. The clay, 
y which was used in those days 
much as sealing wax is used 
today, is black and shows the 
| mark of cords over which it 
had been placed when the 
| package was bound up. 
' Seals, \in those days, were 
cylindrical in shape and were 
| rolled over the clay. On this 
particular tablet the impres- 
i sion of an edge of the cylinder appears, then comes 
the portrait of the King and the priest, between 
two lines of cuneiform writing. This writing an- 
nounces that the seal was made especially in honor 
| of the occasion and was to be a present from the 
King to the priest... Written on the surface of the 
: | clay is also the name of Shulpae, the peer who 
i} sealed the package. 
Dr. Leon Legrain, Sumerian scholar. who is cura- 
tor of the Babylonian section of the seum, con- 
| siders the find of the greatest historic value. 
) It is known that Ibi-Sin commenced his reign in 
: ‘ 2210 B. C. He was one of the deified monarchs of the 
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time, worshiped by his subjects both as a King 
and as a god. This double personality did not pre- 
vent his kingdom from going to ruin, however, 
and the conjecture has arisen, among archeologists 


of the unfversity, whether the special sign of favor 


shown in sending such a seal to a high priest was 
not done to remind him of his submission to a 
central power. | 


Dr. Legrain called attention to several peculfari- ~ 


ties in this seal. 

“Ag a rule, the productions of the Ur school of 
engravers, when showing similar presentations of 
gifts, have always shown intermediary personages 
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between the king-god and the person approaching 
him,” he said, “and this indicates that the gift was 
a special favor. It is also the first representation 
of any one of the king-gods without a beard. All 
_ wore a beard as well as the turban. 

Other antiquarians commented on this peculiarity, 
of the seated figure having no beard and some have 
drawn the deduction that possibly. the heavy beards 
so frequently shown in Assyrian and other sculptures 
upon monarchs were false. Certainly, in a climate 
like that of the places where such monarchs flour- 
ished, more comfort should have been assured by 
freedom from hair growth.

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A REPORT ON THE NE 
[—] TO WARD OFF OLD AGE 


HOSE who 
mythology will remem- 
ber that Jove. struck 
Aesculapius dead when 
Pluto complained that 
the marvelous physician 
was depopulating hades. 
Men of all lands had heard of the 
gifts of this first of doctors and came 
crowding to him asking mainly one thing—to be made 
young. Zeus himself became alarmed lest Aesculapius 
might discover immortality and thus rob the gods of 
their distinction. 

Immortality has not been discovered, but there now 
may be reason to hope that under proper circum- 
stances men may be restored to a measure of youth. 
This oe has been in the air for many years. In 
Chicago, Dr. Frank Ldyston has been for some years 
performing surgical operations intended to ward off 
old age, and not without some success. Lately Dr. 
Serge Voronoff has had the field with his ape glands, 
which, implanted in man, have been set up as restora- 
tives. Now comes Dr. E. Steinach of Vienna with 
claiins and a series of experiments of the most arrest- 
ing character. It will be seen presently that Dr. Stein- 
ach’s work is the most significant of all. 

If what this man promises can be fulfilled, the dream 
of all the ages of mankind will have been fulfilled— 
in a measure. The promise is not of eternal youth, 
whose fountain Ponce de Leon sought and whose elixir 
all the alchemists sought to attain through potable 
gold, but of a limited restoration of youth and a pro- 
longation of human life. 

Dr. Steinach, who is professor in the famious Academy 
of Sciences in Vienna, with which have been asso- 
ciated so many af the great modern medical discov- 
erers, began his experiments in 1910, and, like all his 
surgical predecessors, sought the solution of the prob- 
lem in the transplantation of alien glands into the hu- 
man body. It occurred to him, after exhaustive and 
not unsuccessful researches in this field, that there 
was no larger solution of the problem of old ages lying 
in this direction. There are perhaps a billion male 
human beings on earth. Where to get glands for all 
of them’? Certainly not from the comparatively few 
anthropoids known to exist. 

Accordingly, Dr. Steinach turned his attention to 
the forces within the man himself—or within the body 
of every mammal. He began his experiments with 
rats. He performed on senile male rats a certain slight 
operation. The rats resented it bitterly. They were 
old and gray and scarred and avid of sleep. In three 
months they became young. Their hair grew again, 
their form and color changed. Their activity and vital- 
ity returned. The results were indubitable. Dr. Stein- 
ach’s book, “Verjuengung,” meaning “Making Young,”’ 
goes into details. It contains a number of photographic 
plates of these rats taken before and after the treat- 
ment. The results are unmistakable. 

After many years of the observation of both male 
and female animals, Dr. Steinach ventured to attempt 
the treatment of male human beings. He gives in his 
book the clinical reports of several cases. 

A prematurely aged man in the forties was brought 
to him. The man was quite senile, without strength, 
without interest in life, very lean and so weak he could 
hardly walk. Work was out of the question. The man 
submitted to the operation in the full realization that 
it was an experiment and as a last resort. Three 
months later, according to the book, which 
bears the stamp of the Academy of 
Sciences and is dedicated to the 
celebrated Dr. Wilhelm Roux, 
the man showed a most 
remarkable transforma- 
tion. The wrinkles 
had practically 
gone from his 
face, he began 
to show an 
even ab- 
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Dr. E. Steinach of the Vienna Academy of Sciences, while 
not claiming to have found elixir of youth, believes reju- 
venation is possible by a simple surgical operation which 
does not necessitate the transfer of animal glands 


normal appetite. He gained in weight, his strength 
came back and he went to work. His interest 
in life and living were entirely restored. At the end 
of a year he was in still better condition and there was 
every reason to believe that his improvement would 
be progressive, at least to the point of restoring him 
to the normal condition of a man in his years. In 
certain ways he was far younger. 

In a second case, a man of 71 was brought to the 
hospital suffering from an abcess. The man was prac- 
tically at the point of death and the mere operation 
for the removal of the diseased gland could promise 
nothing worth while. Dr. Steinach caused the dis- 
eased giand to be removed and the opposite gland to 
be treated according to his plan. The man walked from 
the hospital in three weeks, continued to show signs 
of returning youth, and is, at the end of 18 months, 
s0 remarkably changed that he passes everywhere as 
a man under 50, and a vigorous one at that. 


In a third case, a wholesaler of large means who 
had been failing rapidly and was considered beyond 
help, was brought for treatment. He was not only 
wrinkled and weak and drawing to his grave, but he 
had developed neurotic conditions—a thoroughly 
bad case for treatment. The operation was performed 
and the man dismissed from the sanatorium in an in- 
credibly short time. In three months, after a rest at a 
resort, he returned to his old business and his asso- 
ciates were struck dumb at the change. The man was 
ir. reality 60 years old and had the appearance of an 
octogenarian when brought in for treatment. He was 
now a blooming man in the fifties, virile and active 
and clear-minded. For years his mind had been so, 
dulled that his family would not trust him with affairs. 
He was now so far restored that he resumed active 
charge of his business and all forms of social activity. 
His gratitude was unbounded. 

These are representative cases selected from scores, 
the doctor assures us. 

He has also experimented both with female animals 
and with women. The operation which proves so ef- 
fective among men is not to be performed on women, 
and Dr. Steinach reports frankly that his progress with 
that sex has been more limited. However, he adds 
that transplantation of glands is highly successful 
among women and he reports a series of experiments 
on female animals in which he has attained, by means 
of radium treatments, very satisfactory results. He 
says that further research along these lines promises 
as much for women as for men, though by far more 
involved means. 

Now to the methods used. 

The gland attacked is, as in the experience of all 
the other investigators, the interstitial sex gland. A 
small incision is made under purely local anesthesia 
and the vas deferens, or duct, is cut and tied off. This 
is done without harming the nerves or blood vessels

adjacent. This tying cuts off all con- 
nection between seminal vesicles and 
the interstitial gland. This interrup- 
tion causes a mild irritation in the 
gland, which in turn brings about a 
proliferation in the interstitial Leydig 
cells, which form the hormone of the 


interstitial gland. 
The operation is in no way danger-

' ous and not more complicated or serious than pulling 


a tooth, save that it requires expert surgery. There 
is no reason why the patient should be long confined 
to his bed, save that complete rest is desirable afte; 
the treatment. 

The reader should understand that the interstitial 
glands have a double function. They produce, through 
one set of cells, the sperm which procreates. The 
Leydig cells, on the other hand, discharge the hormone, 
which plays its part in the endocrine system and gen- 
erally tones and vivifies the body in all its cells and 
parts. In old age, these Leydig cells become almost 
atrophied and the hormone discharge is very low. Dr. 
Steinach’s simple operation causes them to proliferate 
and there is restored to the system its true elixir of 
youth. 

The vital difference between the Steinach discovery 
and its predecessors lies in the possibility of its uni- 
versal use among males. There is here no need of 
introducing extraneous glands or animal substances. 
Neither is there need of protracted and expensive treat- 
ment. If it can be accepted in full, this discovery is 
one of the greatest in all times. 

For the purpose of getting an American medical opin- 
ion in the matter the writer submitted the Steinach 
book to Dr. Max G. Schlapp, professor of neuropathol- 
ogy in the Post-Graduate Medical School and Hospital, 
asking him to read it and study the clinical facts pre- 
sented. Dr. Schlapp, who is a foremost authority on 
the glands and their influence on human life, said: 

“We know that the hormones or endocrine sub- 
stances in many cases control the very acts of indi- 
viduals and the way in which they adapt themselves 
to their environment. We are certain that they play 
a most important part in our lives. The hormone of 
the interstitial gland is one of the most powerful. It 
has a toning effect on the tissues of the body and 
gives to both sexes their secondary sexual character- 
istics. It is, therefore, not hard to believe that it 
controls the processes of growing old and that its 
diminution causes aging and final! senility. 

“So far as Dr. Steinach’s book is concerned, these 
experiments speak for themselves. They are not to 
be controverted. Nor is it conceivable that a man in 
Dr. Steinach’s position in the highly conservative 
Vienna Academy would make statements in any way 
exaggerated. We must accept his claims and his ex- 
periments at face value. That they admit of the con- 
clusion that restored, youth is within the grasp of 
everyone is not to be accepted as yet. There is, how- 
ever, the promise of this tremendous thing. Further 
experiments might readily render the evidence con- 
clusive and they will certainly be made.” 

So we may stand-on the portals of an-old world made 
young. 

In fact, while this quest for youth has been a will o’

Ret When for 45 years of your life you have 
tisen ‘at 4:30 daily, it is difficult to learn to loll. To 
do it successfully, you must be a natural-born loller to 
begin with, and revert. Bella Westerveld was and had. 
So there she lay, asleep. Old Ben wasn't and hadn't. 
So there he lay, terribly wide awake, wondering what 
made his heart thump so fast when he was lying so 
still. If it had been light, you could have seen the 
lines of strained resignation in the sagging muscles 
of his patient face. 

Ben Westerveldt, in his store clothes, his clean blue 
shirt, his incongruous hat, ambling aimlessly about 
Chicago's teeming, gritty streets, was a tragedy.

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MOBILIZING 50.000 ST. LOUISANS TO 


How “taking a chance” to beat the street car at a crossing resulted 
in a smashup for this Detroit motorist. 


URING the world war 
nearly 50,000 Americans 
were killed in battle-torn 
Europe. In the same 
period, in. the peaceful 
United States, 126,623 
men, women and chil- 
dren met death from accident. 

To what extent can this startling to- 
tal of fatalities through accident be re- 
duced by education? 

This is the question confronting the St. Louis Safety 
Council. And its members have decided to answer it 
by putting the matter squarely up to the people them- 
selves. ; 

Already a movement is well under way to enroll 
50,000 “Safety Boosters,’ whose aim will be general 
co-operation and instruction along lines that will re- 
duce this death rate that is so serious a menace in most 
communities. 

In this city alone, 370 persons met accidental deaths 
during the time we were involved in war. Schoo! chil- 
dren composed 49 of the number. Yet it is believed 
practically all of these deaths might have been averted 
had all parties to the accidents kept public safety 
firmly fixed in their minds. : 

Safety can be taught. That has been proven in in- 
dustry. By training the habitually careless workman 
to practice caution and to exercise common sense and 
care in the performance of work, a marked improve- 
sment in safety conditions has been secured by many 
manufacturing plants. 

In some cities, demonstrations revealed that 75 per 
cent of industrial accidents can be eliminated —one- 
third by safety devices and two-thirds by education of 
the workmen. 

And these results have been so striking that it is 
now planned to extend an educational crusade to all 
phases of daily life and routine whtrein accidents are 
likely to occur. 

With the vastly increased motor traffic in St. Louis— 
there were 48,000 autos in this city in 1919 and about 
72,000 in 1920—it is realized that measures must be 
taken for the safety of all. Probably the best results 
of concerted effort were shown in Safety Week of 1918, 
when, in the period from Sept. 15 to 21, only one per- 
gon was killed, as opposed to 24 deaths in the same 


period in 191%. 
Early in the war, safety training was taken up by 


That public precautions are gradually spreading is 
indicated by the returns of the Coroner's office, from 
which Dr. R. S. Vitt, chairman of the Safe Drivers’ Club 
of the movement, is just retiring. Despite the fact that 
there was a vast difference in population in 1901 and 
1919 and that there was no automobile hazard to con- 
sider in 1901, there were 87 less Coroner’s inquests in 
the later year than there were 18 years before. 

A table of deaths due to the most common forms 
of accident is appended, showing statistics from 1905 
to 1919 inclusive. :

A striking feature to notice is the decrease in ac- 
cidents on the street railways. In 1905 there were 120 
fatalities and in 1919 there were 27 in which street cars 
were involved. 

Any person who will turn back to the files of the 


daily papers around 1900 will be appalled at the death - 


roll from street car accidents. Cable cars existed 20 
years ago, but they were no more responsible for disas- 
ters than the more easily controlled trolley car. So the 
deduction is obvious that carelessness on the part 
of those hurt must have played a considerable part. 
As public attention was directed to the danger of 
carelessly strolling across tracks, however, and as 
motormen were taught to keep their cars more fully 
under control, accidents decreased sharply. The air- 
brake on street cars helped lessen casualties. A study of 
the fatalities resulting in recent vears shows that 
many were due to persons in bad weather blundering 
directly across a street with head bowed against rain

the accidents. 

It is doubtful if this element of acci- 
dent will ever be entirely overcome. 
Carelessness can not be totally eradi- 
cated from the adult any more than 
thoughtlessness can be eliminated 
from a child's makeup, according to 
police reports on such occurrences. But the reduction 
in certain forms of disaster shows what public appre- 
ciation of the consequences can do. 

The auto proposition is one to be considered care- 
fully because of its mounting death roll. With the 
passing of the 100th fatal accident a short time since, 
it can be seen that motor statistics approach those 
totalled by street cars for the entire year of 1905. 

In the line of motor accidents the use of the cross- 
ings alone by pedestrians has been urged as a partial 
solution of the trouble. In 1919, 45 per cent of auto 
fatalities occurred on street crossings, while 55 per 
cent occurred in other places along the block. This 
year, after public attention was more thoroughly called 
to the fact, deaths at the regular crossings furnished 
06 per cent of the total and fatalities in the middle or 
other points of the block afforded 64 per cent. 

This is a decided improvement. At the same time, 
the movement to have an ordinance passed requiring 
pedestrians to cross the streets only at crossings 
and at right gngles—that is, only to corners opposite 
and not to corners where a diagonal passage must be 
made—has aroused much resen: ment. 

Persons who do not own an automobile point out 
that the motorist’s argument is that the streets be- 
long to vehicles, the sidewal’s to pedestrians, while 
the crossings are common property. They, how- 
ever, say that the crossings frequently are not common 
property, unless a traffic policeman is there to see fair 
play and that, im any other case, even a large crowd 
of pedestrians often has to wait the pleasure of any 
individual motorist who may show a contemptuous dis- 
regard for the rights of those on foot. Lack of sup- 
port from the courts is also charged, as it is pointed 
out that some flagrant cases taken into court have 
resulted in favor*of the motorist. 

The motorist’s argument on the point is to show 
the number of accidents that occur through persons 
suddenly stepping off the curb at 


the [nited States Government, and 
in all the arsenals and navy yards 
a perfect organization was devel- 
This undoubtedly prevented 
catastrophes. When 
the vast amount of explosives and 
inflammable material is considered 
that passed through hands but re- 
cently untrained, the accident list 
of the war is surprisingly small. 
Auto accidents will occupy much 
attention of the Safety Council and 
its boosters. But other sources will 
also be covered. Home and school 
hazards, industrial dangers, possi- 
bilities of hurt from street and 
steam railways, the public menace 
from fire—all will be provided for. 
To lessen the danger of accident 
in each branch, co-operation will

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; A Doctor's Conclusions After Studying 
What Is Called the ‘‘Nervous Housewite 


She -has a real neurasthenia, to be classified as a “disease of occupation,” says 
Boston physician—Woman’'s new status, legally and as wage-earner, has 
increased her discontent with the monotony and seclusion of traditional 


matronly role -O- -O- 
HE latest “disease of occupation” to be 
recognized by medical science is the 
nervousness of the housewife. For ages 
it has been a favorite theme of writers, 
mostly masculine and usually comic. 
And what they have upbraided as 
everything from nagging and “tantrums” 

to imbecility, the doctors have now classified as man- 

ifestation of a true neurasthenia. 

Since woman has become the equal of man in the 
eyes of the law, she is being taken . 
more seriously than before, includ- 
ing her maladies. 

The seclusion of home life, the 
monotony of daily household rou- 
tine, were leading factors in the 
past with women who were happily 
mated, but not happy. But the 
larger part which woman is play- 
ing in the world has intensified her 
dissatisfaction with the traditional 
role of housewife. | 

The acute form of nervousness 
which has arisen among so vast a 
number of women in the last few 
years is declared by investigators to 
be, in fact, a product of the times. 

“In greater or less degree she is 
in every man’s home,” declares Dr. 
Abraham Myerson, a Boston physi- 
cian, in “The Nervous Housewife” 
(Little, Brown @ Co.); “nor is she 
alone the rich housewife, with too 
little to do, for though riches do not 
protect, poverty predisposes, and the 
poor housewife is far more fre- 
quently the victim of this disease 
of occupation. é 

“Every practicing physician, 
every hospital clinic, finds her a 
problem, evoking pity, concern, exasperation and de- 
spair. She goes from specialist to specialist—ortho- 
pedic surgeon, gynecologist, X-ray man, nuerologist. 

“By the time she has completed a course of treat- 
ment, she has tasted all the drugs in the pharma- 
copeia, wears plates on her feet, spectacles on her nose, 
has had her teeth tinkered with and her insides 
straightened; has had a course in hydrotherapeutics, 
electrotherapeutics, osteopathy and Christian Science!” 

Dr. Myerson, whose sympathetic attitude toward the 
housewife does not prevent a decidedly humorous ele- 
‘ment in his style, qualifies the sketch above as being 
an extreme case. The minor cases, he says, pass 
through life burdened with pains and aches of the 
body and soul. One of the commonest and saddest of 
transformations, he says, is that of the laughing. radi- 
ant young girl into the housewife of a decade, “coim- 
plaining, fatigued and disillusioned.” 

He relates the old story of one man meeting another 
and saying: “By the way, I’ve heard that your wife 
was the champion athlete at college.” “Ah, yes,” re- 
plies the hsuband; “now she is too weak to wash the 
dishes.” 

And the author inquires if the average man’s im- 
pression about the sturdier race of women in the 
“good old days of simple living,” when women were 
“eontented, never extravagant and rarely sick,” is 
correct. The author does not believe it, although he 
believes that woman's changed status and her indi- 
vidualization have rendered the traditional housewife- 
ly role and its restrictions still more irksome. 

Says Dr. Myerson, in italics: “Divorce is a mani- 
festation of the discontent of women, and so is the 
nervousness of the housewife.” 

And the basis of his ¢reatment is “the painstaking 
study of the individual woman and then the pains- 
taking adjustment of that individual woman. It may 
mean the adjustment of the whole life situation to 
that housewife, or conversely the adjustment of the 
housewife to the life situation.” 


“The minor cases in point of symptoms are very fre- | 


quently the most stubborn, since neither the patient 
nor the family are willing to concede that to alter the 
life situation is as important as the taking of medi- 
cine,” says the author.- 

‘ “Most housewives are nervous, both in their own 
eyes and in those of their husbands, yet rightly they 
are not regarded as sick. They are uncomfortable, even 
unhappy, and the way out seems impossible to find. 
I believe that even with things as they are, adjustments 
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An underdomestic woman may 
go too often to the movies. 
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are possible that can help the average woman. 

“It is conceded that where the life situation in- 
volves an unalterable factor, relief or help may be 
unobtainable. 

“It is necessary, first of all, to rule out physical 
disease. To do this means a thorough physical study. 
By doing this a considerable number of women will be 
immensely helped. Flat feet, varicose veins, injuries, 
eye strain, relaxed gastro-intestinal tract and the 
major diseases—these must be remembered as factors 
that may determine nervousness. 

“With this qwestion settled, let us 
assume that there is no such diffi- 
culty or it has been remedied, and 
we have next to consider the life 
situation of the patient. Here we 
enter into a difficult place, where 
knowledge of life.and understand- 
ing of men and women, as well as 
tact, are the essentiais. 

“It is necessary to remhedy what- 
ever bad hygienic habits exist. A 
rich woman may have settled down 
to a de-energizing life, with too 
much time in bed, too many mati- 
ees, too many late nights, too many 
bonbons, etc. Aside from the psych- 
ical injuries that such a life pro- 
duces, it is bad for ‘the nerves’ in its 
effects upon digestion, bodily tone 
and the sources of mood. 

“On some simple detail of life, 
some unfortunate habit, the whole 
structure of misery may rest. An 
overdomestic woman may stick too 
closely to the house; an underdo- 
mestic one may go too often to the 
movies and suffer the fatigue of 
mind and body that comes from 
overindulgence in this most popular 


indoor sport. 

“Carelessness about the eating and the care of the 
functions may have started a vicious chain of things 
leading through irritability and fatigue into neuras- 
thenia. We say human beings are all the same, but 
the range of individual susceptibility to trouble is such 
that a difficulty not important to most people will raise 
havoc with others who are in most ways perfectly 
normal. 

“Look, then, for the bad hygiene! Look for the evils 
of the sedentary life. Look for the root of the trouble 
in lack of exercise, poor habits of eating, insufficient 
air, disturbed sleep! Search for physical difficulties 
before inquiring into the psychical life.” 

Dr. Myerson declares that the most depressing prob- 
lems are met with among the poor, the cages where 
one can see no way out “because the social machinery 
is inadequate to care for its victims.” 

“Unfortunately, philosophy and resignation are diffi- 
cult even for philosophers and saints, and much more 
so for the aspfring woman,” he remarks, “And our 
American civilization preaches 
‘Strive! Strive!’ too constantly for 
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Epigrams on Married Life 
N ITS aims and purposes, housekeeping is 
the highest of professions; in its methods 
and technique, it ranks amongst the lowest 
of occupations. 

A man would be a wreck, morally, physically 
and mentally, if he coped with his wife's burdens 
for a month. Either that, or the housekeeping | 
would get down to bare essentials. 

If a man kept such a house, dusting and clean- 
ing would be rare events, meals would become as 

-crude as the needs of life would allow, ironing 
and linen would be wiped off as nonessentials, 
and the children would run around like so many 
little animals. 


Contentment is the great shield of the nervous 

system, the great bulwark against fatigue and 
obsession. But contentment leads away from 
achievement, which springs from discontent, 
from yearning desire. 
. These well-to-do advisers of the poor remind 
one of the heroes of ancient fables who, having 
magic weapons and impenetrable armor, showed 
no fear in battle. One wonders how much cour- 
age they would have had if armed as their foe- 
men were. 

Man writes songs and books about the home, 
but the woman lives there. Perhaps that is why 
women have not written sentimental verses 
about it. 3 

Unreason, petty jealousy, stubbornness over 
trifles, bossiness (not leadership), overready 
.temper and overready tears—these cause more 
domestic difficulty than alcohol and unfaithful- 
ness put together. 

It seems difficult to believe that hard work 
and worry may bring the same results as idle- 
ness and dissatisfaction, but it is true that both 
de-energize the organism, the body and mind, 
and so are kindred evils. 

Despite the mother-in-law joke of the humor- 
ists, the mother-in-law is far more friendly to 
a daughter's husband than to a son's wife. 

Poets and novelists and the stage extol home 
cooking, but the doctors and dietitians know 


there are as many kinds of home cooking as there 
are kinds of homekeepers.

‘be polite, it might leave out almost everything 
else.

“The worry is more futile here, 
more fridiculous, and one can at- 
tack it vigorously. Usually it is 
not overwork in these cases; it is 
monotony, boredom, discontent with 
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serenity of spirit is their meaning. 

“Suddenly to come face to face 
with one’s self, to strip away the 
self-imposed disguise, to see clearly 
that jealousy, impatience, luxurious 
and never-satisfied tastes, a selfish 
and restless spirit, are back of ennui 
and fatigue, pains and aches of 
body and mind, is to step into a 
true seif-understanding.

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lation has been passed on the point in several states. 

Many other phases of accident present themselves. 
For instance, the question of burns has been looked 
into by the council. The appended table will show that 
the 73 cases reported in 1905 decreased to 40 in 1919. 
Part of this reduction is due to calling public attention 
to the need of a “Safe and Sane’ Fourth of July and 
to the necessary abolition of the insane demonstrations 
that used to make that day hideous. 

The question of fire has been brought home repeated- 
ly to communities, but since fhe disastrous Iroqucis 
Theater fire in Chicago in 19023 much danger in public 
places has been eliminated. The danger of panic will 
always remain to a certain extent, as an example of 
which the recent stampede among children in an 
Eastern moving picture theater can be quoted. 

But this danger from both fire and panic is being 
greatly reduced by education. Practically all schools 
have fire drills and they have become so much a mat- 
ter of routine with the children that danger from panic 
is minimized, even should a fire start in some of the 
older structures. Theaters in this city are under con- 
stant supervision. 

~The whole result of the educational policy as a means 
of reducing accidents has been so favorable that the 
Safety Council is convinced that the work of the 
“boosters” will show effects in the statistics of another 
year. 

Accordingly, the auciend for the eause of safety 
have been divided into 15 divisions and each such 
section will have a special line of work to cover. The 
Police Committee, of which Chief O’Brien is chair- 
man, will co-operate with any division where its as- 
sistance is required. 

The Traffic and Legislation Committee will estab- 
lish a “safe drivers’ school,” where’ a course of 10 
lessons on traffic rules and regulations for the instruc- 
tion of drivers will be given and a special schoo! for 
women motorists will be established. 


Louisans to Help 


Dr. E. George Payne, principal of the Harris Teach- 
ers’ College, is chairman of the School Committee, 
which is arranging safety instruction for children, as 
a definite part of their education, to be embodied in the 
curriculum of both public and private schools. This 
work was started. some time ago and the result is 
shown by a total of 16 deaths this year, as opposed to 
49 last season. 

The Women's Committee will specialize in the various 
forms of home hazards and particular instruction will 
be given to mothers who have young children. Many 
foreign-born women, unaccustomed to the appliances 
in modern American apartments, do not realize the 
danger of letting young children play around the elec- 
tric switches and attachments, of careless handling of 
matches or of gasoline used for cooking, or even the 
danger that lurks in overheated steam radiators and 
in water taps from which scalding water can be drawn. 
Many of the cases of burning in recent years have come 
from children playing with some such appliance. 

The Fire Prevention Committee will take up all dan- 
gers connected with fire hazards. This work was 
started some time back and city firemen have already 
made addresses at various schools and public meetings. 

The Vigilance Committee has also been in existence 
for some time. This is now composed of 500 prominent 
citizens who are giving their time and attention to 
the elimination of reckless driving on the streets, re- 
porting cases to the complaint bureau of the Police De- 
partment and assisting in prosecution. The Statistics 
Committee compiles records of all accidents and of 
property damage. 

Dr. R. S. Vitt is head of the Safe Drivers’ Club and 
Committee and this organization has sent out 60,000 
application blanks and membership cards to automo- 
bile drivers, urging them to jein the safety mov ement 
to make the streets safe. 

The Membership Committee is one.of several nie 
divisions of the new movement. Carl L. Smith, man- 
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ager of the St. Louis Safety Council, is in charge of this 
branch of work and a campaign to get 50,000 safety 
boosters is now on. 

It will be a test of education and co-operation durinz 
the next year. Already, such movements to have a!! 
citizens work together fO remove certain hazards hav« 
proved of great value. Schools for the training of 
industrial and public safety supervisors and engineers 
have been established through the St. Louis Safety 
Council and are encouraged by the industries of the 
city. 

Those behind the movement believe that a marked 
reduction in accidents will be noticeable in the sta- 
tistics of St. Louis a year hence.

‘Lists of ancient records in 


other museums show 


that the portrait of King Ibi-Sin on this stamp is 


about 200 years older than the portrait of King Ham- 
murabbi, now in the Louvre in Paris. Pictures on 
the’ statue of Gudea, priest King of Lagash, who 
reigned 2350 B. C., and the relief of Naram-Sin, of 
2600 B. C., both of which are also in the Louvre, are 
not regarded as likenesses at all. They are simply 
conventionalized pictures, depicting the monarch of 
the time as his people thought he ought to look. 

The extraordinary “family resemblance’”’ in ancient 
carving and statuary of royal families has often led 
archeologists to believe that idealization of monarchs 
in their presumed likenesses was not confined to artists 
of late date. Instead, it is suggested that the ancient 
artist did not attempt to follow likeness at all. He 
simply oftem took the accepted idea of what.a King 
should look like and made his statue or bas relief cor- 
respond.

“You will pardon me, Colonel, if I have stumbled 
upon private information. I was just trying to see 
what I could do at this distance reading your lips.” 

“Heaven protect us!” exclaimed the Colonel, astound- 
ed now. ‘“‘We shall have to get you commissioned into 
ihe intelligence department. You will be invaluable 
watching our enemies, if official secrets are hot safe 
from you here at home. But no doubt you would have 
difficulty with a foreign language. I have it. Here- 
after I shall speak French when I have private in- 
formation to impart within range of your eye.” 

Turning to one of his officers the Colonel, in rapid 
French, related the incident which had just occurred, 
with added admonitions as to how they would have 
to be more guarded with conversations not intended 
for the eyes, to say nothing of the ears, of eavesdrop- 
pers. 

The Lieutenant countered in French that he had been 
something of a linguist in his day and warned the 
group that some language other than English, French, 
Spanish or German would have to be employed unless 
they wished him to know what was said. 

An officer who had served his time in the Philippines 
fired a volley of Spanish at him, involuntarily raising 
his voice, for the Lieutenant was, indeed, stone deaf. 


The Lieutenant, in the low, well modulated tones 
which are the polite reproof of the deaf, replied glibly 
in the same language. An officer who had served at 
Coblenz then dared the Lieutenant with a choice col- 
tection of idiom picked up along the Rhine. The Lieu- 
tenant counter-attacked in kind. Neither German 
gutturals nor the queer twist of the Spanish tongue 
were proof against his quite newly acquired knowledge 
of lip reading. It may be added that at a few remarks 
addressed to him in Yiddish, the Lieutenant threw up 
his hands in surrender. But that language without a 
country wijll scarcely prove an obstacle,to his curios- 
ity as he travels about.

She told the story of another patient, a great, un- 
lettered black son of the soil of South Carolina. 

“When he came to us heyrevealed no gleam of in- 
telligence. He had to be led to his meals. He was 
just like a great dumb animal. He had no speech, 
no hearing and was stupefied to the extent that our 
first great difficulty was getting his attention, getting 
him to look at us at all. Miss Joiner, a co-worker 
with myself, would wave her hands rapidly close in 
front of his face, and he would just stare blankly into 
space. One day she happened to be wearing a gold 
thimble. The bright flash ‘of this object vibrating 
rapidly before his eye attracted him. He reached pain- 
fully toward his pocket. He had not appeared to 
have any use of his hands before. Slowly, stiffly, 
jerkily, while we watched him anxiously, hopefully, he 
extracted something from his pocket. It was a rusty, 
crude, old leaden thimble. It was his first response, 
his first glimmer of intelligence, but from that instant 
we hoped, and hope and extreme patience on Miss 
Joiner’s part were rewarded. 

“It was a long, long time before she _ recalled, 
through getting him to imitate the motions of her 
lips, his function of speech. His first voluntary in- 
telligent utterance was the word or the syllable, 
‘Maw. When at last he attempted to correlate more 
than a syllable or two, after weeks and weeks of pa- 
‘Write mammy 
@ letter. Tell ber I done lost my speech and I can’t 
hear nothin’.’ He had a tag with only part of a name 
by which to identify him, but at last he recalled the 
name of his home and we wrote the letter. 


“By the end of the year that negro boy had devel- 
oped into the star lip reader of the school. He could 
repeat anything that was said to him. He did not 

always understand. Only a Southerner, such as Miss 
Joiner, who knew the dialect to which he was accus- 
tomed, could always reach his understanding. It 
was amusing to hear her drilling him with such lan- 
guage as, ‘Wha yo’ fum?’ ‘Wha the fa'm?’ ‘Whut yo’ 
name?’ And then to hear her reconstruct her native 
habit of speech with its elided r’s to accommodate 
the understanding of another pupil from lowa. 

“The darkey boy had not been able to read or write 
when he came to us, but after he went back to South 
Carolina we _ received a letter in his own scrawl, 
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spelled phonetically, to be sure. ‘Miss Jiner.’ (He zl- 
ways called her Jiner, though she had taught him 
Joiner.) ‘Miss Jiner. Thank e Mam. Miss Bruce. 
Thank e Mam.’. Which was more than we had reason 
to expect from some of our more cultured pupils.’ ”’ 

These stories illustrative of what may be accom- 
plished in the teaching of lip reading to two totally 
opposite types may be amplified by countless ex- 
amples of what has been and is being accomplished 
at Dr. M. A. Goldstein’s school, where Miss Bruce and 
17 other teachers are employed at this and other meth- 
ods of supplying new faculties to supplant deafness. 

The school is the outgrowth of Dr. Goldstein’s the- 
ory for corelating the teaching with the physical treat- 
ment of the deaf. It is the realization of this well- 
known scientist’s ideal of an institution where there 
might be daily co-operation in-applying scientific prin- 
ciples for the improvement of pedagogic me.hods with 
the care of experienced otological specialists. 

Here are tiny children, one, two and three years 
old, many of whom have been born deaf or lost their 
hearing so early in life that they have no knowledge 
or memory of the human voice, but who laugh and 
play, who have ample communication to make them 
seemingly as happy as other children, who even dance, 
for they hear music or feel rhythm in some mysterious 
way through vibrations communicated through their 
finger tips laid upon the piano, and even through their 
feet at a distance from the music; who sing their schogl 
song melodiously, and who behave quite as othér 


children do, except that they seem more alert, are 


more determinedly curious and learn to read and write 
earlier in life than other children do. . 

It is a tedious process, imparting knowWedge from 
the very most elementary beginning to children who 
are completely deaf, depending upon their learning 
the meaning of the movements of another's lips, or by 
developing the residual hearing, if there be arty, and 
developing the faculty of speech in those whose vocal 
chords have forgotten or never have known how to 
function. For the “oral method,” of whichthis schoo] 
is an exponent, requires that pupils learn to use the 
voice, sign language, writing or other methods of 
communication being forbidden. In this respect, the 
school differs from the older order of schools for the 
deaf. Some other stipposedly modern institutions em- 
ploy the new methods while still clinging in part to the 
sign manual. 

Dr. Goldstein, at one exiremity of opinion, insists 
that the deaf shall learn a method whereby they may 
communicate with any person of merely normal facul- 
ties, while another educator, at the other extremity 
of opinion, insists that all normally educated persons 
shall be compelled to learn the sign manual in order to 
communicate with the deaf, and is said to have lobbied 
in Legislatures to this end. 

Exponents of the oral method contend that a large 
percentage of the deaf who are taught to communicate 
by signs, in the meantime lose any residual hearing

through failure to develop these faculties. 

The processes by which the so-called 
oral method is imparted are so tedious 
that the intricacies are not to be gathered 
in one cursory visit over the school. In 
one elementary class six or eight tots, all 
under 5 years of age, sat facing a 
teacher who had before her a table cov- 
ered with objects which were said to be 
familiar to the children. 

“Put the pink feather on the window 
sill,” commanded the teacher. 

At once every child's hand shot into 
the air. The teacher called upon Marie. 
31-2 years old and born deaf, to respond. 
Marie unfalteringly selected the pink 
feather from the litter of other objects. 
and did with it as she had been told. Un- 
erringly, each child responded to the va- 
ried commands, except one little girl, more 
ambitious than attentive. Whereupon this 
pupil was taken aside for added and se- 
vere drilling, to convince her that ac- 


curacy, rather than speed and guesswork, 
were required, even for the entertainment 
of the visitor. 

In another class a baby (he couldn't 
have been more than 2) was slowly, but, 
oh, so delightedly, taking his first mental 
steps up the tree of knowledge, where 
his four remaining senses are to be made 
to do duty for five. Two letter O's were 
written upon the blackboard, one at a 
level with his eyes, another as high as 
his fingers would reach. He apparently 
had a little hearing and the problem of 
the teacher was to nurture that tiny 
remnant of nerve, to build it up and make 
it grow stronger instead of letting it lapse 
into further decay through disuse.
